DUBLIN, Jan. 2 (AP).—Invading

An announcemen. by the Irish 
Department of Defense said a fire 
bomb picked up in the vicinity of 
the Curragh of Kildare, one of five 
localities bombed, bore German 
markings. This area is a great 
level tract near the center of Coun- 
ty Kildare, formerly British crown 
property, but now headquarters of 
the Irish army, 

The Curragh, 4858 acres, lies 25 
miles southwest of Dublin, along 
the Southern & Western Railway. 
It is a site for military reviews, 
horse races and similar spectacles. 
Two bombs were dropped at Rath- 
down Park, Terenure, southwestern 
suburb of Dublin, wrecking . two 
houses and damaging sever 1 oth- 
ers. Several persons were injured. 
The fatal casualties were at 
Knockroe,‘near Borris, County Car- 
low. Mary Ellen Shannon, 50 years 
old; Kathleen Shannon, 16, and 
Brigid Shannon, 40, were killed. 
Bombs also were reported dropped 
last night near Drogheda in County 
Meath, 26 miles north of Dublin, 
and between Drogheda and Julians- 
town, where the largest viaduct in 
Ireland, carrying the Northern Rail- 
road over the River Boyne, is situ- 
ated. 

The Drogheda area is a base for 
shipment of cattle to Liverpool and 
is the center of the Irish beef in- 
dustry. 

Some unofficial quarters suggest- 
ed that the planes were German 
which had been: repulsed by British 
fighters from an attack on the 
English port. of Liverpool. 


EARLY NIGHT RAID 
ALARM IN LONDON 


LONDON, Jan. 2 (AP).—An air 
raid warning sounded in the Lon- 
don area early this evening after 
a day of quiet. 

German planes made small-scale 
attacks on widely scattered sec- 
tions of England and Wales last 
night after a bomb-free New Year’s 
eve. 

The night raiders killed a “small 
number” of persons, injured others 
and damaged some houses in the 
London area and in the Northwest, 
a communique said.

There were three alerts in Lon- 
don during the night, the last end- 
ing just before dawn. 

Liverpool, other Merseyside cities, 
and towns in East England also 
were subjected to scattered bomb- 
ings. Some fires were reported. 
‘They. were said to have been 
brought under control promptly. 
During 1940 London was under 
air raid warnings for 1180 hours— 
equal to 49 whole days—and the 
sirens sounded the “raiders ap- 
proaching” signal 400 times. 

The Government permitted publi- 
cation today of the news that in a 
recent raid on Manchester the fa- 
mous cathedral dating from the fif- 
teenth century was damaged, along 
with the Cotton Exchange, the 
Royal Exchange, the Chetham Hos- 
pital and the Free Trade Hall. 
Hundreds of Royal Engineers 
and members of the military labor 
corps have been called into London 
to speed demolition of buildings 
made unfit for habitation and dan- 
gerous by Sunday night’s Nazi-set 
fires.

Major Air Raids. 


Since Nov. 16, the report said, 
80 major air attacks and 325 small- 
er ones were made against Brit- 
ain’s munitions centers alone..The 
Midlands was the Luftwaffe’s chief 
target. 

England’s most important har- 
bors were attacked 350 times since 
Nov. 16 with the Nazi raiders “in- 
flicting the heaviest damage to 
Britain’s imports and the capac- 
ity of these important harbors,” the 
statement went on. . 

One thousand smaller attacks 
were said to have been made on 
supply centers, barracks, airports, 
power stations, oil tanks, grain 
elevators and other military objec- 
tives. 

London since Sept. 6 has had 
more than 100 air attacks, “some 
of which were of tremendous size,” 
the review recounted. 

All told, it said, there were 130 
major German air attacks since 
Aug. 8 when “retaliation” began, 
adding that each time from 220,000 
to 1,540,000 pounds of bombs were 
dropped. 


Naval Action. 


Sinkings since the French armis- 
tice were given as-3,200,000 tons by 
the navy, and 700,000 tons by the 
air force. To these figures, it said, 
must be added damage by mines. 
The high command claimed at, 
least 264 more ships totaling 2,000,- 
000 tons were damaged and inca- 
pacitated. 

Altogether 127 units of the Brit- 
ish combat fleet, totaling 190,000 
tons were reported sunk duringy 
this period, of which the review 
said the navy accounted for 95 
and the Luftwaffe for 32. 

Those reported sunk by the navy 
included 12 destroyers, eight sub- 
marines, nine auxiliary cruisers, 
three gunboats and 63 small war- 
craft. Those sunk by the air force 
were not specified. 

German losses, it was said, were 
eight submarines, five minesweep- 
ers, three torpedo boats and 12 
smaller craft, some of which it 
was said could be reconditioned. 
Germany’s shipbuilding program, 
even of the heaviest units, was said 
to be progressing without interrup- 
tion. As a result, the high com- 


ty could be considerably —— 
ened as to fighting power.” 

The report concluded: 
“Accustomed to victory and 
steeled in the, fight, the armed 
force looks back upon a year of 
proudest successes.

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Passengers Brave Fire to 
Take’ to Boats. 


MELBOURNE,’ Australia, Jan. 2 
(AP).—The first shells fired by ‘a 
German .raider in. the gsinkihg of 
the 16,712-ton : British ‘passenger 
steamer Rangitane, ‘in the. Pacific 
Ocean Nov. 26, killed six women, 
according to the story told today’ 
by survivors. . 
Persons who escaped in. that 
sinking and the destruction of six 
other vessels by German raiders in 
the Pacific reached: Australia yes- 
terday.: This group, 496 in all, in- 
cluding 70 women. and seven chil- 
dren, was picked up Christmas day 
by Australian vessels from Emirau 
Island, just south of the~Equator, 
where. they had been landed. four 
days earlier by the Germans. They 
reported passengers and:.crewmen 
from three other craft were still 
held captive by the raiders. 

The first shells exploded on the 
Rangitane before daylight, smash- 
ing through the ship’s upper deck, 
and killing the six.women in their 
rooms, it Was said. 

15 Other Women Held Captive. 

Fifteen women who survived told 
of the days they spent as captives’ 
in a small room below the water- 
line of the raider after the Rangi- 
tane had been sunk. ; 

They said the raider’s officers 
questioned them fruitlessly for 
days for information on the move- 
ment of ships. And before their 
release, they dded, they found a 
microphone hidden in a ventilator 
—apparently intended to pick up in- 
formation which might pass among 
the women in conversation. The 
women said their food was unpalat- 
able and scant and that they were 
given no water for bathing. 

Men from the Rangitane said 
they were kept in the hold of a 
supply ship called to Tokyo Maru, 
with a machine gun trained on} 
them from the hatch opening. 
Their food, they said, was mostly 
black bread and their water, for 
drinking and sanitation was sup- 
plied by hose. 

Priest Among Prisoners. 

Father Kelly, a Liverpool priest 
imprisoned with them, spoke high- 
ly of the prisoners’ conduct. They 
held nightly prayers and occasion- 
ally sang. 

Two of the women killed in the 
Rangitane shelling were identified 
as stewardesses and one as an 
escort to 500 British children who 
had been taken to Australia. 
Survivors .said the shells  con- 
tinued to crash onto the Rangitane 
s and crew tried 
to reach lifgboats. The ship’s psy- 
sician attended the wounded while 
stewards wrapped them in blankets 
and helped them into boats. 

Miss F. Mundie, who also had 
helped to escort the children to 
Australia and was returning home, 
said occupants of cabins on both 
sides of hers were killed and that 
she was struck in the face. Flying 
fragments of: the wall and ceiling 
ripped her clothing from her. 
Navy Minister W. M. Hughes 
said the Australian naval board 
was investigating statements of 
survivors “indicating that the raid- 
ers know the . British Admiralty 
code for communicating with mer- 
chant shipping.” 

Raiders Flew Japanese Flag. 
Some survivors said the German 
raiders masqueraded under Japa- 
nese colors and names. 

“The raider that captured us,” 
said one of the rescued, “was steam- 
ing under the name Manyo Maru 
and was provisioned from the 
Tokyo Maru.» Immediately before 
my ship was shelled, the raider 
hoisted the Nazi flag.” 
(Lloyd’s register of shipping lists 
a 2904-ton Japanese freighter Man- 
yo Maru and two Japanese-flag 
vessels named Tokyo Maru, one a 
6486-ton freighter apd the other a 
903-ton tanker.) 
The former captives apparently 
were put ashore because the Ger- 
mans could not continue feeding 
them. 
Those reported still held captive 
were the. crews and passengers of 
the 9691-ton British ship Turakina, 
the 7203-ton Norwegian ship Ring- 
wood, and the 2489-ton Notou, a 
French vessel. 

Vessel Fought Warship. 
From their German guards, the 
other survivors brought to Australia 
said they learned the Turakina, 
armed only with a defensive gun 
aft, fought for two and a half hours 
before it surrendered to a faster Nazi 
warship armed with several guns 
and a trained fighting crew. It was 
reported that only 23 of the Tura- 
kina’s crew of 58 were alive when 
the battled ended.

INFLATION UNLINELY, 
JESSE JONES SAYS 


Stops in St. Louis Between 
Trains—aAsserts 1929 De- 
pression Is About Over 


Jesse H. Jones, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Federal Loan Adminis- 
trator, in St. Louis today between 
trains, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that this country was “just about 
getting over” effects of the 1929 
depression and that business gen- 
erally had enjoyed a good year in 
940. 


Jones, en route to Washington 
after spending Christmas at his 
Houston (Tex.) home, said busi- 
ness prospects for this year were 
even better, due partly to accelera- 
tion of the national defense pro- 


am. 
“We are just about getting over 
the troubles of the twenties,” Jones 
said, “not by orthodox methods, but 
by new social laws designed to pro- 
vide work and divide work. Such 
legislation is sound and proper. I’m 
a conservative, but I’m for made 
work as an emergency measure 
rather than relief. It takes some 
time té recover from a depression 
brought about by a country run 
amuck. @ou can’t get up from a 
spell of typhoid fever and go to 
plowing.” 
. On Balancing Budget. 

Jones, who spent the morning 
prior to a noon departure, paying 
a social visit with Frank O. Watts, 
chairman of the board of the First 
National Bank, and Walter W. 
Smith, president of the bank, said 
it would be “no trick” to balance 
the: budget if people’ were willing 
to accept new ‘tax levies. Econ- 
omies in Government projects, he 
said, weuld be infinitesimal when 
compared with entire Federal ex- 
penditures. 

Jones, who declined to comment 
on the Federal Reserve Board's 
proposal to end the power of the 
President to make changes in val- 
uation of the dollar, said he didn’t 
see why there should be any dan- 
ger of inflation. Abnormal defense 
experiditures, he said, would make 
more money available, but would 
not create inflation. The lessons of 
the twenties would not be forgot- 
ten, he added. : 

Banks were never as in as:strong 
position as they are today, Jones 
said, and plenty of credit is avail- 
able from private sources. He 
didn’t think removal of tax  ex- 
emption -on Government bonds 
would: materially affect the invest- 
ment. market.

He told. reporters that “with a 
new program of greater, over-all 
aid to England officially pending,” 
he thought it “ati opportune time 
to ask whether a negotiated peace 
is impossible.” 

Such a move, Vandenberg said, 
would force consideration from #el- 
ligerents in the present war “be- 
fore total destruction sets in,” and 
further, “The American people 
would feel differently about the 
new, larger ‘ald to England’. pro- 
gram if they got final proof that 
this present conflict must go to a 
military conclusion.” 

“T have said that our particpia- 
tion in a ‘negotiated peace’ might 
prove preferable to our unprepared 
participation in the war, but I 
insist that our participation in the 
war is unnecessary,” the Senator 
said. He gave this as his creed: 

“I beli€ve it is to the advantage 
of America to have intrepid Brit- 
ain win. . « I believe that we 
must, in, the first or in the final 
analysis, defend America by de- 
fending America—which emphati- 
cally includes Canada. I do not 
believe we should dissipate our own 
essential defenses in order to ‘aid 
England’ I do not believe we 
should repeal either the Neutrality 
or the Johnson acts. I do not be- 
lieve in American convoys. 

“E do not believe in acts that 
would inevitably take us into this 
war. I think we should stay out of 
the war—not only for our own 
sakes but also for the sake of our 
commitments under the Monroe 
Doctrine.” 


In a speech on the floor, Senator 
Holt (Dem.), West Virginia, at- 
tributed “hypocrisy” to President 
Roosevelt in foreign affairs and 
predicted that the next Congress 
would “send American boys to Eu- 
rope” in “another needless, sense- 
less war.” 

“Tam not afraid to stand here and 
say the President of the United 
States wants war,” Holt told his 
colleagues. “The President’s policy 
has been toward war’ since the 
warjbegan.” 

When Senator Lee (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, interrupted with the protest 
that the President had said the ad- 
ministration did not intend to send 
an expeditionary force abroad, the 
West Virginian replied heatedly 
that he would prefer to “deter- 
mine what the President of the 
United States is going to do by

As provided in Section 32 of the 
registration law, the Election Board 
this month will examine the voting 
records of registrants and mail let- 
ters to those who have not exer- 
cised their franchise requesting 4 
signed application for reinstate- 
ment of their registrations. 

Within 30 days after receiving the 
letters, such persons must return 
the signed application or apply in 
person at the board’s office for re- 
instatement. If they fail to do so, 
their names will be removed from 
the vote lists, and they would then 
be required to. register all over 
again for the election.

LEO ROSTENBERG, 
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HOPSON’S CONVICTION. 
A long and infamous career of financial buccaneer- 
ing came to an end as the old year died, when — 


| Federal jury in New York City found Howard C. 
Hopson, once head of the enormous Associated Gas | 


& Electric System, guilty on 17 counts of mail frauds 
totaling $20,000,000. 

For the dethroned head of the now bankrupt 
super-holding company, this -was the end of the 
road. He sat in court through the two-month trial, 
alternately mumbling and dozing, a broken man. 
He was, in truth, a tragic figure, the last con- 
spicuous heir of the Insulls and the Van Sweringens, 
sole survivor of the old-time pirate band outlawed by 
the new controls set up to guard other people’s money. 

That was the chief defense offered by the listless 
Hopson’s counsel—that he should not be judged by 
what his attorney called “the new, partly social, 
attitude toward utilities.” “Those practices were 
completely proper at the time,” he added. Under 
the old and discredited code, many of the things 
Hopson had done were generally tolerated, except by 
the unheeded fringe of reformers, but others were 
outright theft and racketeering. That was one trou- 
ble with the old code: the line between legal stealing 
and illegal stealing was often too thin for the buc- 
caneers to perceive. 

The loss to the system itself, of which Hopson 
was convicted, was the least of his type’s offending. 
There was also the tremendous loss to stockholders; 
the Government estimated that 300,000 investors had 
been swindled of millions by the A. G. & E. collapse, 
and its Class A stock, selling at 725 in 1929, was 
recently quoted at 1-16, or 6%4 cents a share. 

There was also the loss to consumers in the vast 
utilities empire Hopsgn had established. The Gov- 
ernment charged that his juggling deprived a million 
customers of its enterprises of rate reductions to 
which they were entitled. On the other hand, of 
course, these exorbitant rates made fortunes for 
the manipulators. 

The vice lay in the holding-company setup, by 
means of which a financial shoestring could be run 
up to control of a powerful utilities structure, the 
subsidiaries could be milked at will by means of fan- 
tastic service charges, and new financing, as Hop- 
son used the formula, could be supplied by comna- 
nies at the bottom of the pyramid without change 
of control at the top. 

The horrible example of Hopson’s methods, as dis- 
closed in the Pecora and Black Senate committee in- 
vestigations, was a major factor in bringing about 
the SEC and Holding Company Act reforms. That 
much at least has been gained by society from his 
sordid career. 

The Hopson companies serve a useful purpose in 
supplying electricity, gas, water, steam, ice and trans- 
portation to millions of persons. The fault has not 
been in the utility industry per se, but in its abuse 
by the Robber Barons. The pathetic figure of How- 
ard Hopson exemplifies a species outlawed by the 
conscience of society. 
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A NEW LOW IN NAME-CALLING.

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THE SMITH COMMITTEE REPORT. 
Three of thé five members of the Smith Committee 
investigating ‘the activities of the National Labor 


Relations Board ‘have brought out a ‘final spe 


urging a complete reorganization of that agency.: 
This committee has brought to light many —— 


actions on the part of various agents of the board. 


Well and good. ‘It is one of the most important func- 
tions of Congress to examine the operations of the 
various branches of the Government, to criticise and 


like the Labor Board, must bear scrutiny. 

The Labor Board has“handled about 2000 cases 
an average year, approximately 50 per cent of which 
have been dismissed without formal action. Of the 
remginder, 40 per cent have been disposed of by dis- 
missal or amicable settlement of one kind or another, 
and only 10 per cent ‘have been formally decided, 

There is not the least question that the board, 
especially in the handling of that all-important 10 
per cent of its work, made mistakes. 
find instances in which its agents were over-zealous, 
even prejudiced. It is easy to point out instances 
where they displayed poor judgment and went to the 
courts with weak cases. The tremendous pressure of 
work placed upon the board from the very outset 
led to the employment of persons not suited to their 
task. Many of these have already been weeded out. 
The others should follow them quickly. 

We believe, however, that the Smith Committee 
has exploited such flaws in the Labor Board’s record 
without placing them in the proper perspective and 
without giving proper weight to the great amount of 
impeccable work that the board’s personnel has per- 
formed. Did the committee, for instance, give the 
board due credit for its remarkably successful rec- 
ord before the Supreme Court, not only the Supreme 
Court as at present constituted, but the Supreme 
Court as it was before the President had made a ma- 
jority of the appointments? 

The Smith Committee accuses the board of being. 
prejudiced in favor of the CIO, yet board records 
reveal that it has decided in favor of the AFL much 
more frequently than otherwise where the rival or- 
ganizations were concerned, 

Congress, we feel sure, will be no more disposed 
to whitewash the board than it will be to swallow 
the Smith Committee’s findings without due study. 
We believe Congress wil! repair the holes in the 
roof of the Labor Board and.that it will do so with- 
out tearing down the entire house. 

If the sweeping suggestions of the Smith Com- 
mittee were adopted without discrimination, what 
was intended to be a job of administrative house- 
cleaning might be transformed into a destructive at- 
tack upon the Labor Board. 

In the face of our pressing defense needs, we 
submit this is no time for such a fight. Unity and 
co-ordinated effort are the crying needs of the hour, 
The unions would hotly and justifiably resent any 
effort to undermine or scuttle the board, and this is 
no time to stir up such resentment. 

Board procedures must and will be corrected along 
American lines of fair play, National defense makes 
this more necessary than ever. But the board is 
here to stay as a necessary medium for implementing 
the Wagner Act. Congress, we believe, will read the 
Smith Committee report in that light.

ETTING your life insured in New 

York today costs about $20 a year for 
a $1000 policy. That’s if you’re 30 years old. 
If you are younger, it will cost less ($13 for 
a child of 10, up to $85 for a man of 65). 

All of which is pretty inexpensive pro- 
tection for your wife and family. 

Savings bank life insurance is the reason. 
In Massachusetts and. New York, the sav- 
ings banks sell and guarantee life insur- 
ance at rock-bottom rates, In New York State 
more than $10,500,000 worth of insurance, 
representing 13,000 policies, has been written 
in less than 23 months by 14 banks, half 
of them in New York City. Fifty-five per 
cent of the applicants earn less than $30 
& week, 63 per cent are clerks and unskilled 
workers. The average policy is for $850. 

Louis Dembitz Brandeis, retired Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court, 
is the man to thank for it. The frail, ascet- 
ic-looking jurist recently observed his 
eighty-fourth birthday. 

During his 38 years of law practice before 
the Boston bar, Brandeis scuffled with some 
of the country’s best legal talent, over work- 
ing hours, over minimum wages and over 
the municipal subway system in Boston, 
But his “proudest achievement” was the 
establishment of Massachusetts savings 
bank insurance in 1907. 

Brandeis wanted one thing: a method 
whereby the average man could afford to 
take out a policy to protect himself and 
his dependents, He knew that Americans 
wanted life insurance—more than one billion 
dollars was invested in policies by 63,000,000 
persons. But he also knew that the little fel- 
low couldn't afford to pay the premiums. In 
many cases, the payments would lapse and 
the policy would be automatically canceled. 

The answer was low-cost, state-supervised 


life insurance, operating without salesmen, 


sold over the counter in savings banks. To- 
day, more than 150 Massachusetts banks sell 
such insurance. 

On Jan. 1, 1939, nearly 32 years after the 
passage of the Massachusetts law, the Liv- 
ingston-Piper Act enabled the savings banks 
of New York State to establish life insur- 
ance departments. 

The savings banks insurance laws of beth 
states follow much the same outline. Both 
offer advantages over the usual type of life 
insurance. Here are some of them: 

1. Savings bank insurance igs slightly 
cheaper than ordinary private insurance. 

2. Loan values are available on savings 
bank insurance after one year. Ordinary 
policies have them only after three years. 

3. Savings bank insurance beneficiaries 
may be assigned and changed at the will of 
the policyholder. This is rarely the case in 
ordinary insurance. 

4. Ordinary insurance must usually be 
bought in amounts as large as $1000. Sav- 
ings insurance may be had in $250 policies. 

5. After six months, the cash surrender 
value of a savings bank policy is in force 
(and surrender charge removed). In ordi- 
nary insurance, this charge is continued 
for 20 years and the cash surrender is usu- 
ally in force only after three years. 

No one has ps idea how fast the savings 
bank idea will spread. It is bucking the 
active opposition of the huge private life 
insurance companies both on the market 
and in the Legislatures. But the banks, 
realizing that it brings good will and new 
customers (70 per cent of the buyers of sav- 
ings bank insurance have not been de- 
positors) are pushing it hard. 

Whether the Brandeis scheme for protect- 
ing the little man and his family from sud- 
den death has an “inherent vitality,” as its 
founder claimed, remains to be seen,

PASADENA, Cal., Jan. 2 (AP).—The final chapter in the most 
remarkable football season ever put together by a team and coach 
Was a matter of record today and 90,000 fans, fitting together the 
pieces of Stanford's 21 to 13 victory over Nebraska yesterday, agreed 
that Clark Daniel Shaughnessy and his gang of stalwarts deserved a 
special place in the hall of gridiron fame. 


Stanford, Rose Bowl champions 
of 1941, capped a comeback from 
football depths in one year that 
was no less sensational than the 
individual coaching feat of Shaugh- 
nessy who was receiving the coun- 
try’s acclaim today. - 

Both of them, the team and the 
coach, battled themselves from no- 
where to the pinnacle of fame in 
12 months. 

Stanford finished in the basement 
of the 1939 Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence race. It failed to win a game, 
tied one conference match, and sal- 
vaged only a trifle from the wreck- 
ege by beating Dartmouth in a 
post-season encounter. 

From Goat to Hero in Year. 

One year later Stanford went un- 
defeated in a nine-game regular 
schedule, owned the conference title 
outright and added a grand finale 
to the spectacular dash to the top 
with the Rose Bowl crown—oldest 
and most prized trophy of the foot- 
ball world. 

Square-jawed Shaughnessy, who 
just a year ago described himself 
as a “has-been” and expressed 
doubt any college would want his 
coaching services, was the goat of 
1939 football and itc hero 12 months 
later. 

His Chicago team o1 two seasons 
back was bounced all over the Mid- 
West by Big Ten and some minor 
league teams. The school aban- 
doned the sport in an intercollegi- 
ate sense—pulled the chair from 
under its coach. Some of those 
scores were terrific. Michigan ran 
up an 85 to 0 count, for instance, 
and adding machines were needed 
for other games, too. 


Stanford took on Shaughnessy 
and the stofm of criticism from 
some of the alumni and others blew 
clear across the country and back. 

The “has-been” brought a _ 50- 
year-old formation, the “T,” and a 
world of energy to his new school. 

The rest is history with the Rose 
Bowl title as the latest achievement 
in the double-comeback of team 
and coach. 

Came From Behind to Win. 

Stanford came from behind twice 
yesterday to whip a big, tough Ne- 

braska team that had the pressure 
on from opening kickoff to final 
gun. 

The Cornhuskers scored in the 
first few minutes, on seven plays 
and a 48-yard drive. It looked like 
a rout for the Coast champs, but 


before the period was over, Stan-' 


ford had the score tied on a 53-yard 
march that perked up followers, 
but not for long

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Sun Is Center 
Of Man's Life, 
Says Doctor

the days are almost impercep- 

tibly getting longer. We should 
take advantage of what sunlight 
there is and get out in it. 

The sun is the center of man’s 
life, and in reading of primitive 
human cultures it is not surpris- 
ing to see how often the sun is 
worshipped as a god; how eagerly 
his return is awaited, how man 
has always thought that life and 
vigorous abundance over the earth 
are associated with the sun. 


Normal organic life depends on 
the supply of all. the sun’s rays. 
We are inclined to think because 
we hear so much of them that it 
is the sun’s light rays that are 
curative. But the heat rays also 
have life-giving properties. They 
draw the blood to the surface, and 
there it can absorb the products— 
vitamins and life-giving hormones 
of various kinds—which the skin 
manufactures from the action of 
the ultra-violet sun rays. 

About 60 per cent of sunlight 
is due to the infra-red ray. These 
produce the warmth, the redden- 
ing of the skin. But after moving 
out of the sun, this reddening 
quickly disappears. It is the ultra- 
violet rays that produce the per- 
manent tanning. There are two 
kinds of ultra-violet rays — some 
of longer wave length that pass 
through ordinary window glass 
and whose action on the body and 
health is unknown. The shorter 
ultra-violet rays donot pass 
through ordinary window glass, 
and they are the ones- that pro- 
duce vitamin D and prevent rick- 
ets.

IN THE WINTER, the ultra-vio- 
let rays are minimal in quantity 
and hardly present at all on cloudy 
days. Smoke also filters them out. 
So we must make the best of the 
bright days at noontide in the 
winter to catch them. It is espe- 
cially important though for babies 
to be exposed to what run there is 
this time of year, in order to avoid 
the great spring disease of infants, 
rickets. 


“Sorry, he never makes appoint- 
ments,” you will hear if you call up 
some high-powered doctors. Old 
Doctor Sun is one of these and 
since it is so, artificial forms of 
sunlight radiation can be obtained. 


Infra-red generators are used for 
the heat-giving- and reddening 
(vaso-dilatation) effects. They re- 
lieve pain in bursitis and muscular 
rheumatism, arthritis, neuralgia, 
sinusitis, etc. 

Ultra-violet lamps are used for 
their power to destroy bacteria, 
their stimulative effect, but espe- 
cially for the production of vita- 
min D, the preventive of rickets. 
We know they produce vitamin D 
in the body, possibly vitamin A.

T is going to,be a Happy New 

Year for Jim McBride and his 

wife, Della, in their home on the 
LaForge Farms Project and other 
happy years are ahead as far as 
they can see, thanks to God and 
the Government. It is thanks that 
they feel in their hearts and utter 
in their speech as they enter upon 
their fourth year of contentment, 
security and increasing prosperity 
in their own home. 

This home of theirs is the more 
precious because it is something 
that they never expected to have 
and something that they would not 
have had but for the LaForge 
Farms Project. Jim McBride, 
strong and Willing worker though 
he was, would have gone on being 
a sharecropper, owning nothing but 
a few sticks of furniture, always in 
debt at the end of the year for the 
food that had kept him and his 
family alive through a winter’s idle- 
ness, seed time and harvest. For 
that was the lot of the Southeast 
Missouri sharecropper and under 
the system of “free enterprise” 
there was no escape from it. 

When Jim was a young man he 
lived in Jackson County, Ill, down 
deep in Egypt. He was big and 
strong but unskilled and-he wasn’t 
getting along so well. Southeast 
Missouri was new country then, a 
country of swamps that was being 
reclaimed by drainage. He heard 
that there was work across the 
river for willing hands to do. So 
out of Egypt he went to the prom- 
ised land. It was not a land of 
plenty but there was work to be 
done and that was all he asked. 

Jim worked in the swamps where 
only the hardiest of men were 
wanted, cutting away the timber, 
clearing the land, and made a name 
for himself as a man whose 
strength and spirit were equal to 
the hardest tasks that could be 
put upon him in a land where all 
tasks were hard. 

When the land had been cleared, 
Jim stayed on as a day laborer, as 
plantations took form and cotton 
fields spread where the swamps had 
been. Then, as the sharecropper 
system, long in operation in Arkan- 
sas, came across the border and 
fastened upon the new land of cot- 
ton, he became a sharecropper in 
New Madrid County. 

As a sharecropper, Jim says, he 
had a home “as poor as a man 
could make out with.” It was a 
roof over his head. That was 
about all that he could say for it. 
It wasn’t much of a roof. Maybe 
it kept out the rain and maybe it 
didn’t. He plowed and _ planted, 
“chopped” and picked his cotton 
crop, turning over to thé owner of 
the land half the crop and keeping 
the other half as his wage, usually 
not enough to pay for the land- 
lord’s “furnish” of bread and sow- 
belly through the winter, spring 
and summer, up to harvest time. 

The mules that he drove to the 
fields belonged to the landlord. As 
a sharecropper, Jim was not al- 
lowed to have any livestock. No 
cow because the land was all plant- 
ed to cotton and there was no pas- 
ture. No hogs because no corn 
could be grown to feed them. If 
the landlord was unusually gener- 
ous, he permitted a quarter of an 
acre to be used for potatoes and 
a garden. In Southern Illinois, 
where Jim came from, poor folks 
raised chickens. McBride’s wife 
tried raising a few here, but she 
had to sell them when the time 
came that they couldn’t forage for 
themselves. 

In the cotton field shack there 
was “just enough furniture to get 
by with.” The furniture that a 
sharecropper family can get by 
with consists of a stove, beds of a 
gort and knocked-together chairs 

stools. 7 | 
* never had a dollar from one 
year’s end to another,” says Jim 


McBride simply. “My share of the 
crop went to pay for my ‘furnish,’ 
and it was never enough.” 

For the last two years that Jim 
McBride was a sharecropper, his 
house was a little better than most 
of them around here. The roof 
kept out the rain. What more could 
anybody ask for or expect! He 
sharecropped under a renter who 


‘leased the land from a St. Louis 


bank. When the year’s work was 
finished the last year Jim was a 
sharecropper and his cotton crop 
had been hauled to the gin, his 
share was $93 less than he needed 
to pay for what he and his family 
had eaten through the year. 

Then something happened down 
here in Southeast Missouri. Mc- 
Bride and the other sharecroppers 
on the big plantations called it a 
miracle, and they call it that to 
this day, and there is no use tell- 
ing them that there are no such 
things as miracles, for they have 
seen one with their own eyes and 
it transformed ,their lives. 

There had been talk that the 
Government at Washington had 
heard about the sharecroppers’ 
plight and that somebody up there 
at Washington cared and was go- 
ing to do something about it, but 
nobody believed it. They - had 
heard such fairly tales. before. 
Neither did Jim believe it. It 
would go on as it had always been. 
At*the end of next year he would 
be in debt. And at the end of every 
year it would be the same. He was 
getting old. He would never see a 
dollar. They would never have a 
home. Not that the man was bit- 
ter about it. His Irish optimism 
stood by him. And he didn’t blame 
the landlord, who was only a rent- 
er himself, nor the bank. The 
landlords and the bankers were not 
bad men. It was the system, _ 

Toward the end of 1937 it began 
to look like there was something 


to it. The word spread that the 
Government had bought 6700 acres 
of the rich cotton land of New 
Madrid County and was going to 
fix it so that a hundred sharecrop- 
per families could make homes on 
it, with decent houses to live in 
and allotments of land which they 
could. plow and plant for them- 


selves and at harvest time they 


would have for themselves the in- 
crease that hades been won by the 
toil of their hands. The men, sent 
by the Government, who came to 


- the cotton field shacks told the 


sharecroppers that. If they were 
willing to co-operate and do their 
part, they would have new homes 
and everything that they needed 
to get a start in life, not as a gift 
but as a loan which they would 
repay from year to year.

HEY came to the shack that 

McBride called home and told 

him about it. The shack would 
be knocked down and a new house 
would stand in its place. McBride 
agreed to everything except that 
he wished that instead of a new 
house he could have the old one 
made over. He had his old father 
and mother witi. him and the old 
house, bad as it wes, was well ar- 
ranged for their comfort. After all 
it had been their home for five 
years and it was dear to them. 
It ~wouldn’t be quite the same in a 
new house. 

It was not according to the plan, 
but they let him have his way. The 
old house was made over into a 
new one as it stood, though it. cost 
a good deal more than a new house 
would have cost. They built a barn 
for him, and a food cellar, and 
sank a well, encased to keep the 
water pure. They loaned him mon- 
ey to buy a team of mules, a cow 
and a sow, chickens and seed for 
his first crop and the furniture

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that was needed to make the house 
a home, and a pressure cooker to 
put up fruits and vegetables for 
their next winter’s food. 3 

What it all amounted to was that 
he would pay $205 a year rental 
for his 60 acres and his home 
and he would have five years in 
which to pay back the $1210 that 
had been loaned to him to en- 
able him to get his start. 

Three years have passed and 
McBride has paid his rent and 
the instalments on his loan, with 
interest, as they came due. Each 
year he has planted, as the Gov- 
ernment requires, according to the 
plan to make a farm home where 
before there was only a cottc field. 
Last year he planted 21.5 acres in 
cotton for his cash crop and 9.3 
acres in corn for bread, and feed 
for his stock. The rest of the acre- 
age was pasture or hay for the 
stock and to build up the land, ex- 
cept for an acre for a garden, 
fenced to protect it from the chick- 
ens, turkeys and geese that have 
the run of the yard and barn lot. 

What Jim remembered best about 
Southern Illinois was the fruit trees 
that were part of almost’ every 
farm home, beauteous and fragrant 
with blossoms in the spring time, 
yielding their treasure in the au- 
tumn; the wild blackberries that 
bloomed and bore in the fence 
corners: the raspberries and straw- 
berries and rrapes that were culti- 
vated in their patches, paying back 
in good measure for their cost and 
care. All these, trees and bushes 
ar . vines, were practically -un- 
known in this land where cotton 
vis king and acknowledged no ri- 
vals. 

It was McBride’s purpose, when 
he came into his own home, to 
change all that. There was no 
time, at his age, to spare. It would

He sold 65 
hogs last fall and butchered two 
and is carrying two over for this 
year, He has feed ‘in barn and 
crib to carry the stock through 
the winter.

It is scarcely necessary to point 
out that declarer’s second club 
finesse was inexcusable. When the 
club jack held, the ace should have 
been removed with the greatest 
dispatch. Dummy’s third spade 
would afford a discard and then all 
declarer would have to do would 
be to stanchly resist the tempta- 
tion of another club finesse.

Taking into consideration new 
measures of their distances, the 
diameters of the largest known 
stars were recalculated, giving 
first place to Ras Algethi, in 
Hercules, with 690,000 mijes, and 
demoting Antares, formerly sup- 
posed to be largest, to fourth 
place. 

Four exploding stars, of the 
type known as “super-novae,” 
were found in distant star sys- 
tems. 

Fifteen “white dwarfs,” stars 
of extreme density, many tons 
.to the cubic inch, were located. 

Theories that the planetary 
system was :formed by conden- 
sation of a great gaseous mass 
pulled out of the sun were 
shown to be untenable by a dem- 
onstration that such a mass 
would not condense, but would 
dissipate. 

The cosmic dust which perme- 
ates interstellar space was found

ASTRONOMY IN 1940 
(A Review of Highlights of Science) 


This is the fifth of a series of articles on highlights of science for 1940. 


to be very unevenly distributed. 

The worldis highest astrono- 
mical observatory was estab- 
lished at Fremont Pass, Colo., an. 
altitude of 11,318 feet, as a 
branch of the Harvard College 
Observatory for study of the 
sun’ 's corona, 

A reflecting telescope with a 
five-foot diameter mirror was 
placed in operation at the Ar- 
gentine National Observatory. 

A telescope attachment known 
as the “quartz monochromator” 
made possible a new way of 
observing prominences of the 


sun. 

On April 7 an annual eclipse 
of the sun was visible in the 
Southern United States and ob- 
servations were made -of the 
Infrared light from the sun’s 
rim as the moon covered its 
center. 

The path of totality of a solar 
eclipse on Oct. 1 passed over 
Brazil and South Africa, but, in 
the former, cloudy weather ham- 
pered many of the observations. 

A rare transit of the planet 
Mercury across the face of the 
sun, last until 1953, occurred on 
Nov. 11, and was widely ob- 
served. 

The five naked-eye planets, 
Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn, were lined up in the 
western sky in a rare formation.
